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THE recent correspondence in The Times has shown that the 
RIBA’S statement on Competition by Tender is in danger of 
reawakening the wasteful and pointless arguments between 
professions on their proper roles in urban renewal. 

No one, least of all the RIBA, is suggesting that architects, qua 
architects possess all the varied professional skills that are 
needed for successful central area redevelopment. But what 
may not be generally realized is that a great town centre must 
be conceived in three-dimensional, that is architectural, terms 
right from the start. 

Although the original impetus may come from a road 
improvement, the obsolescence of property, the need for a 
larger centre or merely the gleam in a developer’s eye, it is vital 
that it should be encouraged to evolve in architectural terms, 
taking into account all the intricate possibilities of the inter- 
relationship of solid and void, the possibilities of changes in 
level, the uses of multi-level circulation and the resources of 
contemporary design. 

A great centre, like the Elephant, involves a process of 
continuous conception. The original idea keeps on unfolding 
as each section is designed. Each part has freedom to evolve 
its own individual expression and yet the whole group retains 
an overall unity, and inter-relationship of its various parts. 

To stress the vital role of the architect-planner is not in any 
way to deny that the road engineer, the land use planner, the 
valuer, the accountant and the sociologist must be intimately 
associated with each step that is taken. Nor to deny that the 
final result must be successful, not only as a piece of town 
design in the fullest sense, but that it must function as a piece 
of traffic engineering, it must tick financially and it must be 
convenient and pleasant to all its many users. 

The vital spark must be there from the beginning, if all 
these other skills are not to result in mere mediocrity and 
dullness. The site for redevelopment must be chosen not only 
for its availability, its functional relationship with its surround- 
ings, its convenience for traffic and so on but also for its 
possibilities for successful redevelopment in architectural 
terms. 

Only if architects are brought into the picture right from the 
start and are in a position to control the evolution of a scheme 
can we hope to have in the renewed city centres something to 
be proud of.

Architects at bay 


Architects, and the buildings they produce, havc n the 
subjects of harsh criticism in the press recently. The Asso 
ciation of Municipal Corporations gave the PRIBA a rough 
ride at their recent conference at Eastbourne wher 
familiar anti-modern-architecture cliché was brought 
load the members’ blunderbusses. Sir William dealt 
them deftly enough but such fine-pointed fencing 
ineffectual against the thick leather coats of loca incil 
lors, who only reloaded their ancient firearms with more 
splinters of anti-glass and chunks of anti-concrete 

The Estates Gazette followed up the meet 
leader strongly attacking modern architecture. Sor 
complaints are, I think, not easy to explain 
example, that ‘an overwhelming majority of mode 
ing is deadly dull, repetitive and monotonous’ 

We have a very large number of architects and not 
all of them are good designers. The correction of this is a 
long-term problem. This is not really the point none 
of those municipal councillors would have complained if 
all architects were busy turning out bad traditior 
buildings. Their objection was not that the build 
bad but that they were modern. The Estates Gaz 
out of touch that it considers ‘their (the architects’) 
business is largely proportion, and it is safe to say that never 
before in the history of this island have there been so 
pathetically few men about who understood how relate 
one feature of a building's design to all the others by adjust- 
ment of size and position’. What the writer is trying to say 
is that architects today cannot plan. This is nonsense. On 
the whole modern buildings are extremely well planned 
whatever their weaknesses in elevation. In many buildings 
today the requirements of the plan determine the elevation 
and since in city centres, at any rate, most of the dings 
are for much the same purpose it is hardly surprising that 
they finish up alike, particularly when there is litt r no 
money to spare for the better types of materia! 
tectural embellishment. 

This attack on modern architecture was echoed in a 
letter in the Guardian from Mr. Bryan Harvey. He 
gested that architecture was now in the hands of 
dedicated, and fanatical group of modernists 
since the war infiltrated into the RIBA and planning 
ties. ‘We have now, said Mr. Harvey, ‘in all but 
dictatorship of architectural taste.”

Building matters Il 


The third programme in the series broadcast on Tuesday 
of last week was called “Getting the facts across’. In spite 
of a brave try, I think perhaps that it failed to do this 
Communication in the building industry is a major problem 
and a very complicated one. It may be that it is too difficult 
to deal with in an unscripted discussion. 

Ihe broadcast was, I thought, interesting. It 
contained some ideas worth further discussion. For 
example, Gontran Goulden’s suggestion that architects 
should throw away their trade literature files and ring-up 
the Building Centre for the latest information was more 
than just a partisan statement. If one can imagine a net 
work of allied information centres covering the country, a 
telephone service for all building information of this kind 
becomes a sensible proposition. No architect can at 
reasonable cost keep himself completely up-to-date on 
building products 

It seems to me, too, that it is, at least, doubtful whether 
the various organizations at present supplying architects 
offices with information on a subscription basis can provide 
a truly comprehensive service. Architects will always in the 
end want to see the products they are thinking of specifying 
It seems, therefore, that any successful information service 
must be connected to a permanent exhibition. 

If this is admitted, how many permanent exhibitions of 
building materials are justified in a small country such as 
ours? Whether the number is agreed at five or 20, there is 
no doubt that they should be strategically placed so as to 
cover the principal centres of building in the country 
Bunlding centres should not be encouraged to establish 
themselves wherever and whenever a group of enthusiasts 
think that they would like one. The success of the building 
centre movement, and it is a movement, with some 50 
centres now established in the world, depends completely on 
the comprehensiveness and quality of its service. A com- 
prehensive building centre costs the industry quite a lot of 
money each year and a centre which is not comprehensive 
is Of very little use. 

Information on the dissemination of building materials 
and products is only a very small of the problem of 
getting the facts across to the industry, but building matters 
hardly touched on the others. The subject was too big for 
one programme. No harm was done, however. Let us hope 
that a return to the subject may be possible later

Better litter bins 


The competition for the design of litter bins, organized 
by the CoIp, the MOHLG and the Department of Health for

manufacturers, received diplomas and a further 10 were 
commended. These 35 bins can be seen in the Victoria 
Embankment Gardens until October 20. Since the gardens 
are open they can be inspected at any time of day. or 
night. The nearest underground station is Charing Cross 
and the exhibition is about 200yd on the Westminster side 
of the station.

A wide variety of materials has been used and many of 
the bins are not only pleasant to look at but would work 
well in practice. Some, even among those which received 
diplomas. are a shade too clever both in fashionable shape 
and in operation. A litter bin needs to be seen but it should 
not dominate the landscape. I thought that the two ranges 
submitted by Henry Hope and Sons, vitreous 
enamelled cast-iron and the other in concrete, were out 
standing for their simplicity and their practical approach 
to the problem.

Research for architecture 


Following a conference held at Ann Arbor in October last 
year, the American Institute of Architects is considering 
embarking on a programme of Research for Architecture. 
An article in the AJA Journal for July, 1960, explains that 
this is not building or construction research. ‘It will not 
result directly in a better window, curtain wall or other 
product. It is not laboratory work on cement or glass or 
basic research on the properties of plastics or the corrosion 
of metals. These are not the areas of the architect—but such 
studies and developments should be in answer to the 
architect’s needs and problems. 

‘Research for architecture, then, is not directly concerned 
with building materials, products or construction tech 
nology—much as we need better curtain walls, not biased 
by attempts to market as much stainless steel, plate glass 
or baked enamel as possible. We are often assembly 
designers of the products other people find profitable.’ 

The article does not find it so easy to define Research 
for Architecture as it does to define what it is not. It con 
tinues: “The architect's contribution to building ts to bring 
it into improved relationship to human beings. We know 
very little about this. We have learned certain things about 
the dimensions and capabilities of the normal human frame 
and its muscles, fatigue and the conditions under which we 
feel comfortable. Buildings and the spaces between and 
around them, constitute our architectural environment. 
Human beings, as individuals or groups, constitute our 
sociological and psychological environment. We have the 
technical means of producing any desired combinations of 
conditioned space; conditioned for visual, thermal, acoustic, 
tactile or other sensory effects and functions. What do we 
want to do? What do we need to do to meet a clients pro 
gramme, including perhaps his unspoken need for beauty?

Gas at the Building Centre 


Sir Basil Spence, president of the Building Centre, opened 
the reconstructed gas section at the Centre last week. 
Introduced by the chairman of the Gas Council, Sir Henry 
Jones, he spoke of the important part that gas plays in our 
lives and mentioned his affection for gas street lighting. 

Sir Alfred Hurst, chairman of the Building Centre, said 
that the Gas Council was among the oldest of the Centre’s 
exhibitors. He thanked the industry for its long and con- 
tinuing support. Sir Alfred mentioned that Mr. P. C. Buckle 
had been in charge of the Gas Council's Section at the 
Centre for the past 26 years, almost its entire life. 

The section has been completely redesigned by Robert 
Wetmore. in conjunction with the exhibition staff of the 
Gas Council. It is without doubt the most successful display 
that the Gas Council has ever had at the Centre. The setting 
is simple and straightforward, and appliances are well

area along the lines proposed by the school, with a general 
insistance on high blocks running at right angles to the 
contours sO as to act as supporting ‘buttresses’ for the 
steeply sloping ground, is to be given detailed examination, 
and another meeting is to be held in about six months’ time. 

Such a development of the area would, of course, be 
a somewhat long-term matter, but if it does go forward 
as suggested it will be a notable feather in the cap of the 
civic society and of the school. High buildings of the type 
proposed, sited in central areas of the city and not on 
the extreme outskirts in new housing neighbourhoods, are 
in any case in accordance with the policy of the Bristol 
City Council as publicly announced in recent months. The 
recent consultations also suggest a healthy readiness to 
seek advice from outside quarters at a time when munici 
palities nearly everywhere find it desperately hard to recruit 
and retain enough adequate staff in their technical and 
professional departments. 

More promising news also comes from Bristol with the 
report that the refurbishing of Old Market Street, on the 
Civic Trust lines successfully carried out in Magdalen 
Street, Norwich, has definitely been approved in principle 
by the corporation committee concerned with such matters. 
This too (see the article of September 14) is a project to 
which members of the RWA School have given some 
thought, and the idea was also premoted by the Bristol 
Civic Society. 

Much remains to be done, and not all of the property 
owners have yet been ‘lined up’, but the project is much 
larger than the Norwich scheme in Magdalen Street and 
will, if fully carried out, be a major act of urban renewal. 
In the meantime, one notes that in Norwich the ‘facelifting’ 
of Magdalen Street is likely to be repeated, on a larger 
scale, in that city’s famous Market Place.

assessing a competition 


A county architect of Kent (rtd.) has written to the 
Editor of A & BN (No. 37) saying of the Liverpool Cathedral 
competition that ‘it was thought that the inclusion of a 
rc architect as one of the assessors might tend towards 
achieving a measure of traditional architectural sanity’ 
But, you see, I have let the side down and never again 
will it be possible for the aforementioned thinkers to have 
this thought with any sense of security 

On second thoughts, however, why the thinkers thought 
thus is perhaps odd, especially those from Kent. A short 
sail from a carefully selected Cinque Port should land 
them where surely no one could attribute whatever is 
meant by traditional architectural sanity to rc architects. 
I think, for example, that it is thought that Corb. is a 
RC architect; anyway one is certainly calling 
Nervi (forgive me) a RC engineer. But assessing assessors 
is well-known to be a most important thing

Any decent architect should, we know, be able to trans 
late the promoters’ needs into a straightforward set of 
conditions, but it can be difficult to persuade a building 
committee against confusing the main issue with a mass 
of preferences on minor matters and to ensure that as far 
as possible the judges will not be faced with having to 
disqualify the best scheme on a minor issue that need not 
have been made mandatory 

Trouble taken over the conditions is never wasted, but 
when they are issued, the administrative work and the 
pitfalls for the assessors are very far from being behind 
them. At this stage a great deal of much harder work is 
being put in by the competitors, but then they each think 
they have some chance of winning. a possibility of which 
the assessors are nowadays deprived

Anxious-looking architects delivering their designs

Less work for small private offices 


The RIBA announces that the value of new w 
sioned of private architects in the second quart 
fell by one-quarter from that in the first three 
the year, but was still one-fifth greater than a year earlier 
On the basis of figures for previous years, a fall ew com 
missions in the second quarter was to be expected, but 
the decrease this time was greater than in 1959 
under the influence of the tighter credit measures 
earlier this year. 

The normal quarterly inquiry into new comn ns was 
supplemented this time by two new inquiries re into 
work cancelled or postponed during the present quarter ; 
the other into projects entering the working drawings stage 
in the first six months of 1960.

Against this rather depressing picture for the small firms, 
the larger firms with 10 or more architectural staff showed 
an increase of 13 per cent over the level of new com 
missions received in the first quarter of 1960. This was 
reflected in the rise in new work for offices and banks, 
which have at last begun to recover from the low levels 
reached in 1959, and in commissions for private industrial 
buildings which remained at the same level as in the first 
quarter, although two-thirds greater than a year carlier 

Of the large firms who replied, 30 per cent reported pro 
jects cancelled or postponed, but their value was cquiva 
lent to only 7 per cent of the new commissions received 
by this group in the second quarter. There were more post 
ponements than cancellations and all types of building 
work were involved. Nearly one-half of the projects can 
celled were abandoned as a result of financial difficulties. 

Taking the work of all firms in the sample, the ratio of 
projects cancelled or postponed to new commissions 
received in the second quarter, in value terms, was | : 10, 
with slightly more postponements than cancellations. 
Financial reasons accounted for only about one-quarter 
of the value of projects cancelled or postponed ; diifliculties 
over the site and in obtaining planning permission were 
responsible for about one-half. 


Building site or bus layby? 


An architect and his client have appealed at a public 
inquiry in Nottingham against a corporation decision 
refusing planning permission in principle for a 10-storey 
block on a site at Maid Marion Way (see picture this page). 

The proposed building, designed by D. R. Variava for 
George H. Fletcher and Sons Ltd., had been described by 
an Official of the corporation planning department as ‘like 
the United Nations building in New York with no 
depth and no base . . . and, because of its size and shape, 
unsuitable for Nottingham’. 

The firm intend the building to include shops, offices, 
restaurant, and car park. The council, however, have 
decided to use part of the site for a bus layby, and consider 
the rest of the site too small to develop. For the private 
developers it was said that the site was in a dangerous 
position for a bus layby. 
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Lower profit margins for US builders 


Speaking at a press conference in London last week on a 
recent three-weeks’ visit to America, Mr. Peter Trench, 
director of the National Federation of Building Trade 
Employers, said the American house-building industry 
seemed to be running on what he would think a dangerously 
slender margin of profit. They were working on a basis 
of very low prices and very low returns. This was a trend 
he had observed on the Continent, too, and he thought 
it an unhealthy one. 

Asked why this development had arisen, he said one of 
the reasons might be that there were no quantity surveyors 
in America. Builders were bidding off the drawings. 

The president, Mr. D. E. Woodbine Parish, said that 
profit margins in Britain would have to be raised so that 
more could be ploughed back into the industry for better 
training, improved management practice and so on. They 
had got to put in a lot of hard work to increase productivity. 

Another point made by Mr. Trench was that there was 
no easy market for houses in the United States, where 
they were building some 1,500,000 a year, only 30,000 of 
which were being provided by public housing associations. 
The home builder was much more of a salesman than a 
technical man. There were even schools for home buyers 
where architects gave advice on what to look for in buying 
a house. 

British and American building conditions were so vastly 
different that it was difficult to make comparisons, but 
he felt that given the same conditions, British builders 
could build and plan just as well as the Americans, but 
that the Americans were well ahead of us in speed, 
organization and management—though he believed the gap 
had narrowed considerably in the last six years.

One important development in America was the intro 
duction of a system whereby tenants of blocks of flats 
formed themselves into a company and bought their own 
blocks. 

The president said that building activity in this country 
was still running at a very high level and it looked as though 
it would remain high for the rest of the year, and that there 
might even be a marginal increase. He gave another warning 
of the effect of the continuing land shortage, which he 
thought was getting worse. If radical steps were not taken, 
he said, the house-building industry would stagnate. 

To foster better relations between the public and build- 
ing firms carrying out maintenance and repair work the 
federation has issued three pamphlets. They are intended 
to guide the smaller building firm in the formulation of 
a sound, workable public relations policy. 

The first, You and Your Client, is addressed to building 
firms and gives guidance on such matters as punctuality 
in keeping appointments with clients, the submission of 
estimates and written specifications of the work entailed, 
the storage of equipment and materials on the job with 
the least inconvenience to the client, the clearing away of 
debris and the adequate use of dust sheets. 

The second, The Care and Maintenance of Your Pro- 
perty, is designed to guide property owners on those parts 
of buildings, such as roofs, gutters, drains, fireplaces and 
plumbing, which are likely to give rise to trouble if not 
regularly and properly maintained. 

The third pamphlet, So You're Having the Builder In, 
is also addressed to clients. It mentions some of the matters 
which they may wish to bear in mind before and during 
repair works and when they have been completed and 
indicates some of the ways in which they can help the

Better bins for litter 


Opening an exhibition in Victoria Embankment ardens, 
London, of newly-designed litter bins, Mr. Her rooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Governme said he 
believed there was an intense hatred of the mess litter 
made. Part of the trouble, he thought, was that ad not 
really got the bins right yet 

‘l read the other day that someone had wi 
a litter bin—*Provide us with a bigger bin and 
our litter in.” Sometimes it is a bigger bin tha 
Sometimes it is simply a better bin. Often it 
for emptying the bins. 

‘This exhibition is the outcome of a com on to 
encourage manufacturers to produce at | well 
designed litter bins for every purpose and p: There 
are some excellent ideas here, far better tha y of the 
older types of litter bin which seem to be in stock use 

‘l recommend everyone who is ever respon e for pro 
viding litter receptacles of any sort, indoors itdoors, 
in the street or the park or the country, to visit exhibi 
tion and make his choice. Choose a type that w ‘k well 
and not be an eyesore ; make sure that it w he right 
size for the purpose ; and then put it where easily 
seen but not be nasty.’ 

Later, Mr. Brooke said: ‘I know we cannot litter 
simply and solely by providing sensible well-designed bins 
We have to get people to use them, instead ropping 
everything about. 

‘You can tell we are descended from apes, w! 
see someone peeling off the outside to get at wi 
and then letting the outside drop. It is just what ' 
does. The monkeys know no better, but by 
women ought to be able to teach monkeys something 

Local authorities had to purchase large g tities of 
goods of all sorts which were bound to be in t!

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The exhibition of well-designed litter bins on si Victoria 
Embankment Gardens, until October 20. The display 
consists of 34 litter bins which gained diplomas or 
commendations (see news note)

recommended people, and particularly public authorities, 
to visit the Design Centre or to consult the Council of 
Industrial Design before they bought.

This open-air display consists of 34 litter bins which 
gained a diploma or commendation in the competition 
which was organised recently by the COID, in association 
with the Ministry of Housing and Local Government and 
the Department of Health for Scotland, and towards the 
cost of which the Civic Trust contributed. 

Manufacturers responded well to the competition. From 
just over 100 entries, 79 bins were submitted to the judges 
and a high proportion of these were new and original 
designs

The judges commended the general standard of the 
entries and acknowledged that some of the bins found 
unacceptable showed, in fact, some improvement over many 
in use On our streets today. There was, however, a wide gap 
between the best and the average. A common mistake was 
the spoiling of basically sound conceptions by deliberately 
attempting to be different for the sake of being different 
These self-conscious attempts to produce ‘stylish’ litter bins 
often seemed to ignore the problems of appropriate siting 
for street furniture. 

The judges thought that a good bin should not only hold 
litter but should, as far as possible, conceal the litter it 
holds, and that therefore any perforated sheet or wire mesh 
used for a container should have openings small enough to 
obscure the contents. Practical considerations would also 
support this, particularly for bins of small capacity intended 
for use in large numbers in city centres, since bins of this 
type have to cope with small-scale litter, such as torn bus 
tickets or sweet wrappings. Too large a mesh also tends to 
trap litter and make emptying difficult. 

Generally, the mechanical aspects of the bins were well 
handled but some fixings, emptying devices and fastenings, 
while ingeniously arranged, were over elaborate, suggesting 
that the competitors had under-estimated the damage 
caused by normal use and vandals. Close tolerances between 
inner and outer containers are unlikely to be satisfactory 
as distortion of either container or the spillage of litter 
would make withdrawal difficult 

The widespread use of paint surfaces where they are liable 
to be scratched by the inner container was criticised, as was 
the vulnerability of many bins to damage by fire. The judges 
recommended that there should be a fire test for the bins 
incorporating plastics. 

Lettering or motifs on bins were not considered essential, 
and some of the best of the selected designs are without 
either, although others have used good bold lettering so that 
it contributes towards the overall design (see also page 451)

Central area schemes 


Sir William Holford’s main theme in his presidential 
address at the Housing Centre was the recent willingness 
of some office developers to include residential development 
in their central area schemes. The Lcc offered a premium 
in plot ratio for this type of development in central areas 
over and above the normal office plot ratio. Although the 
return in rent was sometimes as little as a quarter of that 
of offices, the fact that it was an additional use of a valu- 
able site might make it a reasonable financial proposition 
to build flats. 

These might take one of two forms, The commonest 
was the addition of one or two floors of penthouse flats 
for directors, which masked the protuberances of lift motor 
rooms and tanks and made it possible to finish the building 
with a flat top. Alternatively, flats might be built as separate 
residential blocks as part of a comprehensive scheme. 
Naturally this was easier to design satisfactorily. 


These £2 million Government buildings at Enugu, Eastern 
Nigeria, symbolize the co-operation between Britain and the 
newly independent State. They were designed at the request of 
the Nigerian authorities by E. R. Collister and Associates 


Sir William felt that this new tendency to build flats in 
central areas would do much to retain their lively character. 


Too many offices in London 


Speaking on the opening day of the public inquiry into 
proposed revisions of the Lcc’s development plan at County 
Hall, Westminster, Mr. Leslie Lane, the council’s chief 
planning officer, warned that the excessive concentration 
of office employment in London was both economically 
and socially unhealthy. It was posing town planning prob- 
lems affecting areas far beyond London. 

He said the growth in the number of offices, combined 
with the decline in residential population and the increase 
of road traffic, had largely contributed to the suburbaniza- 
tion of a large area of south-east England. The tcc had 
estimated that the number of people employed in Central 
London was rising by about 15,000 a year, mainly office 
workers. About 750,000 people were working in London 
offices in April this year. 

Theatres, cinemas, restaurants and hotels might be 
reduced, he said, and the attraction of London as a place 
to live, as a centre of culture and entertainment and, not 
least, of tourism, would then decline. The number of com- 
muters would inevitably increase and aggravate the already 
great congestion problems, and there would be increasing 
pressure on the green belt. 

While the Lcc was applying a policy of restrictive office 
development, it was asking for proposals for other types 
of development in keeping with the character and function 
of the capital. 

There are over 1,400 objections to the proposed revisions 
and the inquiry may last at least three months. 


Clean air as a labour-saver 


Housewives should get together and demand clean air and 
freedom from unnecessary drudgery as fast as possible, said 
Sir Keith Joseph, Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government, at the annual con- 
ference at Harrogate of the National Society for Clean Air. 

Earlier, Sir Keith said that a plan for a scientifically 
based national survey of pollution was being drawn up by 
a working party representing interested local authorities 
and the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. 
He hoped that some local authorities in black areas who 
had not drawn up programmes of domestic smoke control 
would now be encouraged to do so by the excellent example 
of their neighbours. 

Existing programmes envisaged that some 2,250,000 
premises, including 2,000,000 houses, and nearly 500,000 
acres in the black areas would be covered by smoke control 
orders by the end of 1963. 

Smoke control orders submitted to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government in the first eight months 
of 1960 covered nearly 160,000 premises and 30,000 acres. 
This suggested that the 1959 progress, when the total area 
covered by smoke control was more than doubled, might 
again be doubled. It seemed likely that, over much of the 
black areas, authorities would have got over the ‘hump’ of 
the job by the end of the decade.

Work on Severn Bridge begins 


A start is to be made at once on the construction of the 
years-old plan for a bridge across the River Severn between 
Aust and Beachley. It will have a span of 3,240ft, will cost 
£11 million and will be financed by means of tolls. 

Announcing this last week, Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister 
of Transport, said the scheme should be completed by 
1965-66. It would also be necessary to build a bridge across 
the River Wye, which would add £5 million to the bill. 
This too would be subject to toll charges. 

Construction of the bridge will save road traffic to and 
from South Wales from taking a detour of 50 miles; 
economies in fuel and running time will be substantial. 

Schemes for both bridges and immediate approach roads 
have been prepared by Mott, Hay and Anderson, as con- 
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sulting engineers, in association with Freeman, | 
Partners, with Sir Percy Thomas as consulting arc!

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Flatlets for the old 


For some years the Ministry of Housing have been urging 
upon local authorities the importance of providing adequate 
specialized housing for old people. They have done this to 
such good effect that about 22,000 one-bedroom dwellings 
were completed last year. To stimulate new ideas the 
Ministry published in 1958 ‘Flatlets for Old People’. They 
follow this up with “More Flatlets for Old People 

The publication has been accompanied by Circular 47/60 
in which the Ministry records that results to date ‘have 
proved to be a great success and have shown conclusively 
that flatlets are, for many old people, the best way of pro- 
viding them with comfortable homes of their own which 
at the same time cater for their special needs’. The Ministry 
points to the appreciable savings in costs which these flatlets 
can produce and notes that the building costs of flatlets

Urging the need to continue the provision of these flatlets, 
the circular states that: 

‘The minister believes that some authorities are reluctant 
to build blocks of flatlets on the ground that the provision 
of shared bathroom and W.C.’s represents a lowering of 
housing standards. This objection springs from a misunder 
standing of the essential purpose of flatlets as a form of 
houing accommodation. Flatlets are not intended to be a 
substitute for one-bedroom flats or bungalows. They are 
an additional and different form of housing provision 
designed specially for the benefit of old people who, with 
advancing years, become less active and therefore less able 
to live quite independently of others. The purpose is to 
provide old people with a comfortable and labour-saving 
home in which they can be independent but can also, 
because they are living in a group, enjoy additional services 
to meet their special needs.’ 

The circular makes two other important points. “The 
present handbook’, it is observed ‘once again emphasizes 
what cannot be too often stressed—the need in designing 
flatlets, to bear in mind the physical limitations of old age. 
For example, windows or shelves or light switches which 
are difficult to reach impose a quite unnecessary physical 
strain on old people which can be avoided by more imagina- 
tive planning. Much of the advice on details of design in the 
two handbooks on flatlets, applies also to ordinary houses 
and bungalows and flats intended for old people.” 

The last point made concerns management. It is noted 
that most, if not all, tenants are selected from the most aged 
and infirm on the housing waiting lists. ‘While one of the 
main purposes of flatlets schemes is to enable people to 
retain their independence into advanced old-age, it is far pre- 
ferable, when choosing tenants in the first instance, to aim 
at a representative group of old people, mingling the very 
old and the not-so-old together. Otherwise the scope for 
mutual help among tenants is limited from the outset and 
the warden’s responsibilities may become too heavy.’

CLIENT'S brief called for a ‘high-class 
salon’ comprising complete shampoo, 
hairdressing and tinting zones, and a 
beauty treatment section with treat- 
ment rooms, bath and showers. In 
addition, the client requested recep- 
tion, powder room, cloakroom and 
lavatories. The service section was to 
include an office, male and female 
staffrooms, store, laundry and a 
kitchen for serving light refreshments. 

The site, with a floor area of ap 
proximately 3,900 sq ft, was originally 
intended for a car showroom, and 
some difficulties facing the Architects 
were the almost square proportions of 
the site with natural light along one 
side only and a 60ft long front. A 
common service corridor had been 
provided at the back of the salon by 
the landlords. 


Shopfront 

To break the monotony of the ele- 
vation (especially as the brief called 
for no display of any kind) and to 
provide a more discreet entrance, a 
6ft deep recessed lobby is formed

along two thirds of the front. The 
lobby wall is faced with olive green 
vitreous enamel steel panels with 
high-level etched-glass panels and glass 
adjustable louvres fixed at the height 
of 6ft 6in. Lobby returns and columns 
are faced with white Italian ceramic 
mosaic and the floor paved with ran- 
dom quartzite. Slatted Cedar ceiling 
extending over the reception area pro- 
vides a ‘lead-in’ into the salon. 

The remaining part of the front is 
glazed on the building line, forming 
the entrance (with an etched armour- 
plate door) and providing a clear vision 
of the reception area 


Plan internally 


The reception area is raised 18in in 
order both to detach it visually from 
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the rest of the salon and to provide 
a partial screen for the main salon 
against the view from the street. This 
is accentuated by a two-colour perspex 
screen and a formica-panelled balus- 
trade with four Venini lampshades 
suspended over it. 

The powder room, cloakroom and 
the tinting room are placed along the 
front wall, the latter especially requir- 
ing daylight. The beauty section, 
consisting of three treatment rooms, 
bath and showers, is placed along 
the side wall under a common lower 
ceiling with the front section, leaving 
the high main dressing area in the 
centre. A swing door is placed at 
the end of the beauty section leading 
to service compartments at the back 
and to the service entrance.

The shampoo section of nine free- 
standing basins grouped in threes is 
placed at the back of the main area 
and divided from it by glazed decora-

Special features 


One of the main problems was the 
arrangement of the hairdressing area. 
The client wanted to avoid the ortho 
dox lining up of chairs and likewise 
did not want to subdivide the space 
into cubicles. In order to achieve a 
certain degree of intimacy in a big 
‘hall’, special dressing tables were 
designed consisting of floor-to-ceiling 
space frames in black steel and ano-

The key-note of the interior is sim 
plicity. The above arrangements of 
dressing tables has left the walls free.

being of a smooth panel cast iron type 
Heating in other smaller rooms is 
provided by oval pattern tubular 
electric heaters. Sufficient heat to 
dressing area is provided by the 12 hair 
dryers. 

In order to guarantee a constant 
supply of hot water to the 12 shampoo 
basins (three additional basins in 
tinting room) a 200gal hot-water 
cylinder heated by 45kW immersion 
heaters is provided, all controlled by 
time switches. 

Mechanical extract at the rate of 
12 air changes per hr is provided for 
the general salon and six air changes 
provided for all internal toilets, bath 
room and service areas.

Lighting 

A reasonably subdued fluorescent 
illumination with added decorative 
lighting is provided for the reception 
area. Great care is taken to present 
a good bright balanced illumination 
by concealed fluorescents and recessed 
tungsten spotlamps for the tinting 
room. 

The general dressing area ceiling 
is designed with careful relationship 
to the dressing tables and space 
frames. A resultant grille of fluores- 
cent lighting boxes, with integral spot 
lamps, and P.V.C. covered panels 
are suspended from steel ‘uni-strut’ 
channels—faced each side with 
mahogany battens. The space frame of 
the dressing tables is bolted to the 
‘uni-struts’ and thus permits complete 
flexibility for future re-arrangement. 

Care is taken to provide the treat- 
ment rooms with lighting of varying 
mood as required for the particular 
treatment.

THE design problems for this children’s

Requirements

Recessed ceiling tungsten fittings 
have been used generally. Hot water 
for the central heating is supplied 
from the district heating system. 
Heating elements installed are gilled 
tubes under the fixed bookcases with 
vented cover plates, forming a skirting 
to the bookcases.

1959-60. Government of Northern Ireland, 13 Lower

The excellent work of this Trust is known but scarcely 
well-known. The number of sites listed is 22 which includes 
five redevelopment schemes. A number of the new estates 
are illustrated by photographs, but there is none of the much 
more interesting problem of redevelopment in well-estab- 
lished districts. The dissonance of scale of the old and 
new buildings in juxtaposition is very difficult to avoid— 
vide New Towns grafted on to old towns—so some examples 
of the NI Trust solutions would have been of interest. 
The treatment of new housing in layout and elevationally 
is typical of this decade—the houses might be in any part 
of the British Isles where architectural influence is felt. 
there being no Irish or local traditional flavour observable. 
This is not necessarily a criticism: at least one has no 
examples of modern idioms adopted in older outlines as 
one sees them in some Scottish local authority housing. 

The estates are in the main small, running from about 
20 houses to about 100, with occasional bigger sites such 
as one for 708 in Belfast which, with adjoining sites 
previously developed, makes a total of 1,349 houses. The 
number of houses built during the year is just over 2,000, 
while the total since the Trust commenced operations is 
21,567 houses. Some of these were built on behalf of the 
local authority. Houses, flats and bungalows are built 
according to local demand but no plans are published. 
Shops, too, are provided, which have a New Town look. 

The estates continue to attract visitors from abroad, those 
recorded during the report year coming from Australia, 
Pakistan and the Far East.

The variation in cloud conditions is one of this country’s 
drawbacks where reliance is placed on natural lighting. 
Automatic lighting controls have been tried but have not 
been entirely successful. ‘Open-floor’ planning of office 
blocks makes reliance on daylight for the whole working 
space impractical, while the glass area demanded in rela- 
tion to the floor area pays lip-service to the bye-laws but 
cannot in many cases provide the standard of daylighting 
aimed at. In the USA there have, of course, been for many 
years offices where only artificial lighting is provided but 
in this country in offices as in factories the psychological 
advantage of being able to look out to see at least a glimpse 
of sky is still acknowledged. 

The standard of artificial illumination in offices in the 
UK is still very low as compared with daylighting near a 
window or that of artificial lighting in other countries so 
it is necessary in P.S.A.L.I. to have a very much higher 
standard which may be from 30 to 60 lumens per sq ft. 
If through side windows it is possible to see a bright sky 
the observer will be conscious of the contrasting dullness 
within the room. Baffles admitting light but preventing 
glare from bright sky may be needed, otherwise the

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P.S.A.L.I. intensity would have to be very much greater, 
the object being to give comparable conditions over the 
whole area. 

At the same time a lighting arrangement which simply 
floods the floor with artificial light trying to vie with day- 
lighting is unlikely to be successful. Such an arrangement 
would be lifeless and ineffective. It is better to design the 
artificial lighting in lighting bays, possibly as if lantern 
lights were introduced, when the variation in intensity at 
working level between the effective daylight and maximum 
artificial lighting avoids monotony. 

After dark a new condition is found, P.S.A.L.I. no longer 
being necessary in the same sense. Some buildings bring 
on normal artificial lighting giving even intensity over the 
whole area, extinguishing the P.S.A.L.I. panels while others 
combine the two. The change over may have to be done 
in steps.

@ More Flatlets for Old People. 
Local Government. HMSO. 


The increase in the proportion of elderly persons of limited 
means is creating a problem not only to their children but 
to society at large. Many occupy accommodation for single 
persons acceptable to them 20 years earlier but now, 
with increasing infirmity, proving unsuitable, especially 
when minor illnesses attack them. ‘Old Persons’ dwellings 
are not, of course, new to Local Authority housing depart- 
ments but it is probable that the need for these in some 
form is not appreciated except by voluntary social workers 
such as the wvs who, in this excellent booklet, are reported 
to be taking on the responsibility for general supervision 
of some of the groups of dwellings which have been built. 

Plans of new buildings and adaptations of old houses 
are given to show the desirable features in providing accom- 
modation in flats which the Ministry now say ‘are the best 
accommodation for many old people’. It is perhaps now 
realized that bungalows are wasteful of ground, frontage 
and heat—points that most architects could have told the 
Ministry long ago.

Another point noted from the plans is that these schemes 
are not in any sense old persons’ homes, with common 
dining rooms: each ‘flatlet’ has its own cooking arrange- 
ments, but sociability is encouraged in some by the pro 
vision of a Common Room. Sanitary arrangements are the 
least satisfactory feature for, with cheapness in mind, the 
toilet facilities are grouped. Only ‘double units—a flat 
having both living room and bedroom—have self-contained 
toilet provision. All others are grouped and approached 
off enclosed corridors or landings, to reduce the risk of 
chills in going from one to the other. 

The bed-sitting rooms are recommended to be 140 sq ft 
minimum, to which a bed recess may be added, with a 
further 30-40 sq ft for cooking, storage, etc., in either a 
separate small room or recess enclosed by cupboard doors. 
Double units should have a bedroom of 120 sq ft and 
living room of 140 sq ft. It may be noted that this differs 
from the Ministry's previous recommendation in ‘Flats 
for Old People’ of 220 sq ft for double bed-sitting room 
with bed recess, the reason for this difference lying in the 
fact that the new booklet deals with accommodation which 
is to be centrally heated from oil-fired boilers rather than 
individual heating appliances in each flat contemplated in 
the earlier booklet. 

The flatlets are shown in two storeys, both having 
grouped toilet facilities but one finds the occasional shower 
creeping in, despite the continued dislike of showers in 
place of bathrooms evinced by the traditionalists. Do 
infirm persons prefer to have a shower-bath unaided or 
a slipper-bath with assistance? If every flatlet had a shower- 
bath and one only slipper bath had been shown on each 
floor for common use would this have been considered by 
the occupiers a better or worse arrangement? 

Heating is recommended to be by oil, gas or electricity, 
all of which can be managed by one woman warden, or 
presumably a wvs volunteer. The space occupied by the 
boilerhouse on the plan seems relatively high and in view 
of the tendency of old persons to feel cold more than the 
fit it may well be found, it may be remarked, that under 
floor electric heating to 50 deg F with ‘topping-up’ arrange 
ments could be attractive. 

The elevations shown are of two schemes only, one of 
which is a single-storey building which is scarcely likely to 
be typical. The layouts shown for the smaller blocks give 
pleasant arrangements on the sites, avoiding ‘barracks’

This is a report of the Sea Action Committee of the Insti- 

tution of Civil Engineers, the twentieth in the series. While 

primarily of interest to engineers, for whom it gives much 
detail, it has its interest for architects and builders in the 
recommendations and in the effect of the use of those 
seldom-encountered materials, trass and pozzolana. 
Deterioration of the reinforced concrete piles examined 
was in all cases found to be due to corrosion of the steel 
reinforcement and not to failure of the concrete from 
chemical or physical effects of salts in sea water. This 
conclusion is based on examples from tropical and tem- 
perate zones. A rich-mix concrete 2in thickness had no 
cracking over a period of 25 years. The same result was 
achieved by pozzolana mixes with Portland cement. When 

a normal |: 5 mix was used with 2in cover, cracking 

occurred within 10 years but piles made with high-alumina 

blast furnace Portland and trass-Portland cements (equal 
to a 1 : 9 mix of Portland cement content alone) were free 
from cracking for 10 years. Where lin cover was used in 

a rich mix, only those of high-alumina cement and trass- 

ordinary Portland cement remained uncracked.

This Symposium was held at the RIBA when papers were 
read by a number of specialists. The proceedings, fully 
covered in this publication, were divided into Session One: 
Aluminium as a Building Material, Session Two: Alu- 
minium Curtain Walling and Session Three: Aluminium 
Building Applications. 

The main features in favour of aluminium were put by 
Mark Hartland Thomas, while Standards and Codes of 
Practice were described by G. Weston. Finishes for alu- 
minium were reported on by F. C. Porter, mainly anodizing 
and stove enamelling. Weathering characteristics were also 
mentioned, as was the effect of contact with other materials. 
Painting practice was described and the application of 
laminated coatings for insulation or decoration. 

The section on Curtain Walling considered wind pres- 
sures, thermal insulation, sound insulation, fire resistance, 
electrical and other services. The frequent complaint that 
glazing cracks in curtain walling was reported to be due to 
the glass having too much edge cover (affecting thermal 
expansion) and weakness in the cut edges of the glass. 
A diagram shows the nine main principles on which curtain 
walling is designed and detail drawings explain a number 
of proprietary systems. This section is a very thorough 
review of current practices in the UK and USA. 

Section Three commenced with a study historically and 
contemporary of roofing and cladding which is also very 
extensive in its scope. Aluminium windows were then con- 
sidered, it being reported that in North America more of 
these are now used than steel windows. The thermal effects 
on aluminium were considered in another paper, together 
with the bearing of the Thermal Insulation Act on its uses. 

Structural prefabricated and transportable building tech- 
niques were considered in Session Three, ‘Bristol’ and 
‘SMD’ systems being referred to among others while the 
Comet flight shed was also described, which had a number 
of unique features in aluminium. A number of foreign 
examples of large-span buildings was also described.

Assembled in this small book are the best arrangements 
for fuel stores culled from the Housing Manual 1949, 
Houses 1952 and Flats and Houses 1958, with an addition 
devised by J. H. Forshaw, C.B., M.c., F.R.1.B.A., and with 
adjustments recommended by a Committee of the C.U.C. 

In addition to plan and access arrangements—all 
dimensioned—the C.U.C. make a plea for larger storage 
space so as to reduce the number of deliveries necessary 
and spread these better over the whole year, while enabling 
consumers to take advantage of lower summer prices. The 
argument in favour of this extends to helping the merchant, 
the miner and the nation. 

The minimum recommended capacity is l4ton, in two 
compartments of jton, but in rural areas 2ton in all, floor 
space for coke to be greater than for coal. The cubic 
measure of solid fuels is given as 50 cu ft for coals and 
90 cu ft for coke. A Table gives a choice of floor areas 
related to capacities, based on a maximum height of 4ft 6in. 
The effect of the Clean Air Act is noted in the remark that 
demand for the lighter fuels will increase. 

Delivery methods give consideration to access roads 
required for lorries, 10ft 6in width being desirable with 
4ft access on either side of the lorry at unloading point. 
Picking-up and resting levels for men carrying sacks should 
be 3ft 10in while 7ft 6in clear height is needed. Lifts ape 
not generally used up to the third storey, as standing in a 
lift is more of a strain than carrying a sack. A walking 
distance maximum of 150ft is recommended and 4ft 8in 
space is needed opposite a hatch. 

The plans of stores are clearly drawn, while all sections 
have essential heights, including dimensions for the shovel 
hopper at floor level. Key plans show desirable positions 
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The Waltisbiihl building, Zurich. The curtain walling has 
revolving aluminium alloy casement windows, alternating 
with coloured glass. The windows revolve so that the 
aluminium Venetian blinds mounted between the frames 
hang either inside or outside the building 


for stores in relation to the doors to the dwelling. Some 
external charge/internal access arrangements are given as 
are stores opening off lobbies, which, while convenient of 
access, cause a lot of trouble from dust percolating into 
the adjacent passages and rooms. 

The chapter on Fuel Delivery Methods makes no 
reference to any ideas for making delivery a clean job 
free from dust, although the C.U.C. must know of experi- 
ments being tried. Not only does a carman get into an 
extremely dirty state in filling jute sacks but also in carry- 
ing these and tipping them into the stores from which the 
dust drifts out for minutes afterwards. Non-recoverable 
bags are being used experimentally in Bristol in 14lb lots, 
saving distribution costs, sack losses and much dirt but 
there is no reference to this scheme and its reception by 
the public.

The full title is as long and cumbersome as most research 
papers, being “Performance during Natural Weathering of 
some White and Coloured Emulsion Paint Systems’ and 
this hides and discourages reading of a useful piece of 
work, Tests were made on Columbian Yellow Pine, con- 
crete and steel exposed at what is claimed to be the most 
modern weathering test station in Europe, at Carlton, 
Co. Durham. The station has been constructed for investi- 
gations by all manufacturers using white pigments and it 
is incidentally the purpose of this book to show how 
titanium oxide is superior to alternative white pigments, 
The conclusions reached are described on p. 10, where 
it is stated that on wood the conventional American House 
paint gave the best protection, followed by alkyds and

PVA emulsions. The bases of the American paints 
leaded zinc oxide and ‘Rutiox CR’ or Anatase 
emulsion paints gain by superior colour. Polystyrene 
styrene-butadiene paints have not yet proved satisfactory. 
A paint that ‘chalks’ is preferable on rough-cast concrete 
as this is self-cleansing to some extent. Zinc sulphide is 
said to be quite unsuitable for exterior emulsio! 
Studies of coloured emulsion paints resulted in the 
mendation that these be based on chalk-resisting rutile 
titanium dioxide, or titanium oxide, the paints based on 
the latter having less resistance to chalking but have better 
self-cleaning properties.

@ Thermoplastic Tiles on Floor Heating Systems. F. L. 
Brady, MSc, ARIC. The Marley Tile C Ltd., 
Sevenoaks, Kent. Telephone: Sevenoaks 55255 


Only a few years ago underfloor heating was designed to 
use water at much higher temperatures than for radiators 
but ideas have changed since then. Mr. Brady reports that 
in one case the surface temperature of thermoplast 
was 93 deg F when no excessive indentation 
of mastic or loss of adhesion was found. This 
ture is unusually high. 

The writer draws attention to the point that the 
resistance to heat transmission a flooring has the more 
economical will be the use of heat and the less heat there 
will bc bottled up under the flooring to affect the adhesive. 
A Table shows resistivities of flooring materials which 
the “K” figures for marble, thermoplastic and cork, to 
take three examples, are respectively 17-4, 3-8 and 0-73. 
Hardwood, probably the most popular for domestic work, 
has “K” value of from 0-96 to 1-16. When adjusted for 
thickness these figures acquire a new significance, for a 
table showing resistance to flow of heat gives 4in thermo- 
plastic=0-033, lin timber 1-04 to 0-86 and 4in cork 0-68, 
making the most effective flooring to be thermoplastic. 
Other forms of tile such as vinyl asbestos would have similar 
figures. 

Another factor to be considered is the thermal expansion 
of floorings, but investigation has not brought any useful 
figures to light. At least it is claimed that such movement 
as takes place has no destructive effect on thermoplastic 
floorings. In addition, heat affects moisture content which, 
when reduced in wood, causes shrinkage. In Marley's 
thermoplastic tiles the dimensional changes resulting from 
100 per cent humidity and immersion were about 0-05 per 
cent and 0-15 per cent respectively. 

Indentation may increase with temperature rise, 
BS 2592 lays down indentation tests for 77 deg F which 
Marley tiles satisfy. This is not the end of the matter, 
however, for floor coverings laid over prevent heat dissipa- 
tion and increase the surface temperature of the floor. 
Mr. Brady points out that, in hot water floor heating, the 
maximum temperature of the floor cannot exceed that of 
the water, 77 deg F being as high as is likely to be used. 
In electric floor heating, however, there is no similar 
restraint on heating. Tests have shown that a carpetted 
floor may raise the surface temperature between 8 deg F 
and 10-5 deg F. At these increased heats the indentation 
is only slightly affected and it is said that the adhesive 
will not be affected at all. Underlays to carpets will, of 
course, affect these figures and could result trouble at 
some stage. Where there is risk of overheating s recom 
mended that vinyl asbestos tiles be used.

Washer-Spin Dryer (A) 


The Hotpoint Supermatic combined 
washing machine and spin dryer is 
now generally available throughout 
England and Scotland with the excep 
tion of the Midlands, Lancashire and 
Yorkshire. An outstanding feature of 
the machine is that the washing water 
is constantly circulated through a 
filter tray which traps fluff that might 
otherwise cling to the clothes. This 
tray 1s mounted on top of the gyrator 
and also acts as a soap dispenser. 
The washing bowl holds 9gal of 
water and will accommodate 4/6lb 
dry weight of clothes.

The 
dryer has a transparent safety lid 
which slides out of sight when opened 
Closing the lid starts rotation of the 
spinner and the positive brake system 
is automatically applied as soon as it 
is opened. There is an adjustable built- 
in pipe for transferring the water 
extracted by the spinner back into the 
washtub or, when rinsing, directs it 
into the sink. The washer and the spin 
dryer can be worked independently or 
at the same time so that a second load 
of clothes can be washed while the 
first is being dried.

Hot Air Firelighter (E) 


A new electric firelighter has been pro 
duced to meet the demand of the 
Clean Air Act for fire without smoke. 
The firelighter has a fan, similar to 
that used in a domestic hair-dryer, 
which blows air over a_ 1,800W 
heating element. This raises the tem- 
perature of the air to about 800 deg C, 
at which it will ignite domestic fuels. 
When used in an open fire the 
appliance will fire good quality bitu- 
minous coal in about 14 to 4 min and 
smokeless fuels in 6 to 10 min, In 
domestic boilers it will ignite anthra 
cite boiler nuts in 5 to 10 min and 
coke nuts in 12 to 15 min. The 
unit has three air-flow tubes, the pri- 
mary one being of ceramic material 
with holes through the wall to carry 
the heater coils. It has four longitu- 
dinal ribs which support it in the 
secondary light-gauge welded steel air 
flow tube. The third, or outer, air-flow 
tube is finished in hammer texture 
stove enamel. The nozzle, which 
should be pushed into the fire, is of 
pressed steel and is provided with 
secondary ports for discharging the air 
from the inner steel tube. The fan 
housing and handle assembly are die- 
cast and a sheet-steel switch plate is 
mounted on the housing, the plate 
being fitted with a secret key I5A 
single-pole Mutac Clipper switch.
